1. This is a mail bid auction sale. Lots will be sold on the date indicated. Seven and one-half percent state sales tax will be added to the cost of all lots 
delivered in California. 

2. All lots will be sold to the highest bidder. Bids will be treated as limits and lots will be purchased below the maximums where competition permits. Only 
bids in even dollar amounts will be accepted; non-conforming bids will be rounded down to the nearest dollar. Generally, bidding will start at two-thirds 
of estimate. In no case will lots be sold for less than 50% of estimate. 

3. Mail bid auction sales are not approval sales. No lot may be returned without written permission, and such permission must be requested within three 
days after receipt of lots purchased. By submitting bids you agree to the Terms of Sale herewith set forth.

Criticus Librorum Rariorum terms it a "liber inter rariores rarissimus." In 1997, a 
copy bound by Derome le jeune brought £13,000 ($21,190.00) at a Sotheby's auction.

A fabled sale, long regarded as the finest collection of American coins ever 
formed. A famous Boston bean baker, Parmelee began collecting by sorting through 
the large cents from his daily receipts. He sold duplicates but continually upgraded Ills 
personal collection. In his first major coup, he purchased the superb collection formed 
by George F. Seavey, which was slated to be sold at auction. He acquired the Brevoort 
collection in 1876, the magnificent Bushnell collection in 1882, and purchased many 
rarities from Sylvester Crosby. His 1890 sale, while not a great commercial success, 
was certainly an exciting affair and brought $21,500. Only one hundred copies of the 
catalogue were issued with plates, most attractively tinted to approximate the metal 
color of the coins depicted.

John Cunnaly, in Images of the Illustrious, devotes a long 
section to Guillaume Rouille, observing that though "Not a printer himself, Rouille was 
n grandediteur who contracted with writers, artists, printers, and retailers to produce 
blockbuster editions, selecting titles that would appeal to an international audience." 
Family connections enabled Rouille to distribute books throughout Europe, account¬ 
ing for the multilingual editions of his Promptuarium, and other works which he sold 
to retailers. Rouille consistently employed the best engravers, and Cunnaly notes that, 
aesthetically, the Promptuarium "is very successful with its medallions arranged in 
pairs at the top third of the page and the text elegantly set below..." Elvira Clain- 
Stefanelli comments in Numismatics—An Ancient Science on the unreliability of 
coin illustrations found in numismatic works of the period, both in general and of 
Rouille in particular: "there appear, in addition to the drawings of real coin illustra¬ 
tions. imaginary portraits of Adam, Noah, Osiris, Agamemnon. Not only was such fic¬ 
tion mixed with fact but also the real coins themselves often were interpreted to fit the 
purposes of the author. For example, the river-god Gelas, a man-headed bull, which 
appears on an ancient coin from the Greek city of Gela in Sicily, is identified as the 
minotaur. Comparison with the actual coin reveals how the drawing was changed by 
addition of the invented legend minotavkvs. In another instance, for a coin of the Thracian 
king Lysimachus, who used the head of Alexander the Great on the obverse, Rouille 
takes the king's name from its original Greek on the reverse and places it, in a Latin 
spelling, beside Alexander's head on the face of the coin.” (vide lot 134)

Olivarius Vredius (1596-1652), also known as Uredius, or 
Olivier De Wree, was a jurist and poete brugeois, along with his deep involvement in 
archeology, history, and numismatics. This work on the seals of the counts of Flanders 
is a most handsomely produced work and appears to be rare. As Engel and Serrure 
observe, it also includes information on the coins.

A haphazard survey turned up several of the examples 
bound in green leatherette but none in red; nor were any additional brown morocco 
copies reported though, according to the information provided us, considerably more 
brown morocco than green leatherette copies were actually distributed (apparently a 
number of each variety were never given out, and their current whereabouts remains 
unknown to us). It appears that the green leatherette copies were not gilt-stamped with 
the recipients' name but the brown morocco examples were; perhaps reluctance by 
their owners to part with a personalized presentation volume accounts for their not 
being previously reported, and, also, their absence up to now in commerce.

The first Bowers publication. Responding to a query concerning its origins, Bowers wrote 
in thejune-july 2000 Rare Coin Review. “Yes, this was the first. If I recall correctly, it was 
printed by the company that produced the Times Leader newspaper in Wilkes-Barre, and 
the illustrations were done by the newspaper’s printing department. I do not remember 
the number of copies printed, but I would estimate that it might have been a couple thou¬ 
sand or so. These were sent to collectors who had bought from me at the local coin club or 
through the mail via my advertisements and letter quotations, plus famous’ names I picked 
out of the printed membership directory issued by the American Numismatic Association. 
Regarding the number of copies in existence today, I have no idea—perhaps 50 to 100?” 
This assessment of survival is probably on the high side; 25 to 50 copies may be more 
accurate, and perhaps even that is too high. Bulletin No. 1 was issued when Bowers was 
sixteen years old, and he noted in an earlier RCR (No. 77): “That certain of my early 
catalogues are now worth several hundred dollars each or more is amazing to me. I should 
have saved the leftover copies, which sometimes amounted to several hundred, instead of 
tossing them in the trash. However, that is what has made them rare.. .In the summer of 
1955 I had my first bourse table at an American Numismatic Association Convention.. .1 
had yet to issue my first catalogue. That came shortly thereafter... (t)he 203 Second Na¬ 
tional Bank Building address was that of my father, Quentin H. Bowers, a consulting engi¬ 
neer specializing in large-scale commercial and institutional buildings. Each day my dad 
would bring the mail home to me, and I would fill the orders from my bedroom office in 
my home at 64 Yeager Avenue in Forty Fort.. .After the issuance of my first and second 
catalogues in 1955 and 19561 kept a supply of a couple hundred extras on hand, to send 
them out to new customers, and then after a month or two threw any remaining copies 
away, saving two or three for my own files. Undoubtedly numerous ANA members who 
received copies unsolicited threw them away even faster than I did! Howevei; enough people 
sent in orders, and enough people had nice things to say—including B. Max Mehl—that 
I resolved that when time permitted, I would do more in the cataloguing route.” Concern¬ 
ing his relationship with Mehl, Q. David Bowers mentioned in a recent letter to the cata¬ 
loguer that “I called him one day after getting a fixed-price list, and was quite surprised 
that I was put through immediately to His Eminence. He greeted me very warmly and said 
that he enjoyed my advertising in the Numismatic Scrapbook Magazine, and it reminded 
him of his own activities when he was younger! I was very flattered.”

Though 
modest by today’s standards, the presentation is quite professional: an attractive masthead, 
typeset text, coin illustrations, and, in both, a nice selection of rare and important American 
coins, including patterns, proofs and unusual pieces. The illustrations are the weakest part 
of the formula, depicting nice specimens though not necessarily those being offered for 
sale. All in all though, this and Bowers's first Bulletin, offered in the preceding lot, provide 
fair warning of a numismatic institution in the making. Few examples of either were saved, 
and it is a desideratum of most numismatic bibliophiles wishing to trace the course of the 
various Bowers firms via their meandering paper trail.

December 5,1949; Mineola, Dec. 12,1949; & Seattle, 12/17/49. Three letters 


on official stationery. First signed in ink by Mehl; second signed “Wayte Raymond, 
Inc.” in type; third signed “Howard” in ink. Fine. Also included is an old pho¬ 
tocopy of a September 22, 1949 letter from Mehl; and a February 28, 1976 
holograph letter from Del Bland on “Merry Mart” stationery. (100.00) 
Mehl, in prose worthy of an honorable mention from the George Bush School of Grammar, 
writes that the coin in question “is not a counterfeit. It is what we term a 'freak', or a 
curiosity and the way these things happen is that the drum in which the planchets are con¬ 
tained and from which they are eventually struck, often a blank planchet gets stuck in there 
and no telling how much later the same may come out with other planchets of different 
material. They can not be called rarieties (sic — though one must admit, in literal terms, 
correct), but they are very scarce and curious.’’ The Raymond firm, sans tortured tautology, 
observes that the “only probable explanation of the copper 1943-S ten cent piece is that a 
one cent planchet got mixed with the regular silver planchets,” and goes on to make the 
piquant comment cited above. Glickert opines that “if I were you I would just put the coin in 
my collection and call it copper and forget the whole thing. Not the FBI but the Secret 
Service took my coin, they had a hand full of papers from Washington, D. C. including a 
warrant to pick up said coin to test for counterfit (sic) and that was the last I saw of the 
coin." The Mehl letter in photocopy touches on various topics, and Del Bland's letter con¬ 
cerns a letter from Dr. Sheldon borrowed from Ruby.

What a thiev¬ 
ing, lawless culture we live in! It seems to get worse all the time. I recently acquired a 
shotgun. W. H. S. gave me one and am learning to use it. Anyone who tries to break in here 
when I am at home will get out in a hurry or get a hole blown in him. You would be sur¬ 
prised how many changes there have been in the condition census these past few years. We 
probably do not hear about all of them at that, but keep careful records of what we do. Dr. 
Wm. will probably bring out a third and final book on the LC's a year or so from now.. .It 
will be a complete revision, not just a supplement. You will have to be his West Coast author¬ 
ity on what has happened out there if you will. Are there any variety collectors of cents that 
you know of in your region?... In the East here we have Eugene Exman, Bill Blaisdell, Ochsner, 
C. D. Smith (who is a vest pocket dealer) — half a dozen 'gem' collectors like Bareford, 
Gene Reale, Charlie Jay, and various Jews who buy in and sell out for speculative gain like 
Helfenstein and Manny Taylor.. The Helfenstein Sale a year and a half ago upped the ante 
for gem' cents by a factor of 10 times Penny Whimsy prices—but that was pumped up fancy 
propaganda—rarity was disregarded—much of the material was overgraded and hysteri¬ 
cally described—it did a lot of harm, I think. Even Breen was shocked and refused to have 
his name put on the catalogue (he did most of it) but his descriptions and grades were 
'revised' to say the least. Then there was the Oswald sale in London.. .But at least the quality 
was there, wliich was not so to a large extent in the trumped-up Helfenstein sale." A long 
critique of Doug Smith follows, discussing in detail the sale of Smith's 1794 cents through 
another dealer, and culminating with: "Perhaps his Jewish friends like Helfenstein have 
persuaded him that gold is the only important and really valuable material to ‘go for.' I am 
just guessing. Again he has obviously been jealous of my 1794’s because they surpass his. 
Perhaps he got too frustrated."

Nine of these I 
can replace with coins almost equally fine (there would be an average difference of only 5 
or 6 points in condition). Two of the coins would be impossible for me to replace. These are 
both poor or fair, and both 1793- So you can see that if you and I were to make a deal on 
such a purchase you would get practically the pick of the entire collection.. .1 would be 
ready to pay fairly generously for the two coins I want and the privilege of making 9 replace¬ 
ments. Also 1 would be delighted to catalogue that collection with great care.” Sheldon goes 
on to mention that he had provided Kosoff with a value for each coin and had “made a cash 
offer of just about two-thirds of this total.” He suggests that Ruby might like to take over the 
deal, or part of it, and deal directly with Kosoff, noting that “I have in the past made several 
deals with AK, that I have found his word good, and that I would be glad to have him take 
care of my interests at that end. AK has a way of getting things done, and I like that."

ANA activities and personalities 
comprise the remainder.

1 shall go over it with 
great interest and with gratitude will take advantage of your generous offer to help me at that 
sale.. there are only six or seven coins that would improve my collection.. .Years ago I 
could have bought every one of them at a fraction of what Abe Kosoff will now get for them. 
For example the 1793, 5-D at one time went begging for $50. And the 1-A, which is by a 
clear margin the finest known, was for sale by the St. Louis Stamp and Coin Co., as late as 


1942 at $350. They finally sold it to Stack (price not known) and Stack sold it to Pearl at 
$450. So there would be no great satisfaction in buying the coin at four figures after failing 
to buy it at a sound price. I imagine that AK will get a bid of $ 1000 or more for such a coin. 
The 9-1 in that sale I could have once bought at $35 [added in ink manuscript] although it 
is semi-unique.” It turns out that Ruby's “1793" mentioned in the previous letter was, ac¬ 
cording to Sheldon, an altered 1794: “Some of them are masterpieces (as this one for 
example) and I always like to see them. Most of them were created in the ‘60’s or ‘70’s, 
which was a period of nearly feverish American interest in the big cents."

I suppose that two thirds of the Chapman business at that time 
was in cents or half cents or copper colonials.” Sheldon goes on to discuss his collecting of 
half cents, and encourages Ruby “to come East,” noting that “you would enjoy looking at the 
famous Clapp collection with me at the Numismatic Society. That is the best starting point for 
really learning the dope in that field." He closes with: “Yes, we ought to have bought that 
Cincinnati collection. But we may have another chance at something like that... ” Ruby has 
written a note in ink at the head of the letter: “Abe, Please return to me. Thought you’d like 
to see his opinions. Confidential to only the two K’s. CLR.”

He goes on to discuss in detail how electrotypes are made and how to detect them, and 
offers $ 15 for the fabrication.

Despite the tide given above, the bulk of the text of the proposed new edition of Early 
American Cents is present here, complete from “Collectibles and Noncollecdbles” 
on. The story of the manuscript’s origin is provided in Dr. Sheldon’s letter accompany¬ 
ing it: 

Dear friend CR: I have very much appreciated your cheerful communicadons, 
through the past several years, even when I have seemed to be caught in too 
many monkey traps to answer properly. Often I think of you and often I wish we 
could get together. Most of my contact with pennies nowadays is indirect or 
through the courtesy of somebody who lives well enough to have time to do the 
things he should do. So I haven’t acquired many cents of late. However, I did 


finally get around to revising the EAC book, and I can think of nothing better to 
do with [some of] the carbon than send it to you. This stuff is pretty tentative in 
some spots. Mrs. Paschal and Breen are collaboradng with me on it, with help 
from some others. There will be changes on a number of the varieties by the 
dme it gets into print. And now since nobody else has had a look at this material, 
and I don’t want to get into trouble in various quarters, will you please for the 
present keep it confidential that you have seen it? Look it over, make any notes 
you like, and if there are any suggestions for change will you kindly send them 
along to Mrs. Paschal here in New York? In about six weeks or so we’ll have 
galleys, on which final changes can be made. You can keep this carbon but 
please do not mention to anyone that you have it. O.K? 

The typescript version of the book present here appears to have been substantially 
revised before it saw publication, Most, if not all, of the ink corrections were incorpo¬ 
rated into the published work, and many other changes also appear to have been made 
thereafter (notes made by Charles Ruby appear to have been for his own use, and were 
not utilized). A significant paragraph present in this typescript, pertaining to 1804 
cents, was deleted in the final work, as was the proposed revision: 

Having raised the rarity of the !799’s, we have also raised the 1804 to R-4. Both 
changes may be unjustified. The principal argument in favor of them is the pos¬ 
sibility that these high-priced coins come on the market with unusual frequency 
and so give the impression of being commoner than they actually are. We are 
not greatly impressed with this argument, and perhaps we are overly impressed 
by the nearly unanimous desire among collectors to see the above mentioned 
changes effected.

It will occupy a distinctly 
novel field, distributing grains of horse sense and pungent wisdom over the arid field of 
numismatic drouth, and rain occasional humor on a pursuit which is associated in most 
minds with premature baldness, the cultivation of Virginia creepers and a surly disposi¬ 
tion." He proclaims that “the coin lovers of America appreciate the independence, fearless¬ 
ness and disregard of moss-whiskered traditions, which I try to display. I am not a member 
of the A. O. K. (the Ancient Order of Knockers), and therefore I sometimes get rough han 
dling at their lodge meetings, and I think the worst crime that 1 have ever been charged with 
is enthusiasm...”
